Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed on December 13, 2007. 
Claims 1-27 and 29 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The rejection of claims 1-27 and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph has been 
withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

The rejection of claims 1-25 and 27-29 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Mizumoto et al. 
(U.S. Pat. 4,904,547) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claim 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based on Mizumoto et al. (U.S. Pat. 
4,904,547) and Takada et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,460,896) has been withdrawn. 

In view of the present amendment, the examiner concedes with the assertion that the 
structural attributes of the claimed controller and its associated functions with other claimed 
features, such as anode field vent valve and a condition monitor, is not taught or suggested by 
Mizumoto et al. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 and 29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest a fuel cell in cooperation with a vent valve controller which calculates 
a dilution gas crossover rate for the membrane electrode assembly.
